2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to disclose or render obvious a distal protection device 
comprising, inter alia, a catheter having a slot formed on a sidewall, the slot extending 
parallel to a longitudinal axis of the catheter, the slot forming an opening in the side wall, 
and a single flexible member forming first and second loop openings, the flexible 
member movable from a first retracted position wherein a portion lies within the opening 
in the sidewall to a second looped position extending laterally (perpendicularly) with 
respect to the catheter and through the opening in the sidewall, and filtering material 
movable from a collapsed position to an expanded position in response to movement of 
the flexible member.
